Tells How Convicts Are Flogged and 
Practically Suffer Death Penalty For 


Petty Infi actions of the Law. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—Inquiry into 
convict labor in the operation of sub­ 
sidiary 
companies 
of 
the 
United 
States Steel corporation, particularly 
in Alabama, was begun by the Stanley 
steel trust investigating committee. 
Shelby M 
Harrison, of New York, 
a magazine writer, testified he had in 
vestigated conditions 
He told of the large number of con­ 
victs in the camps in Alabama and of 
the minor offenses for which some of 
the men bad been put at work in the 
mines. Men who walked on the right 
of way of a railroad, he said, had been 
ordered into convict labor. 
He said that the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad company agreed to 
take the convicts, ’’old or young, black 
or white,’* and work them in their 
camps. 
Mr. Reed, attorney for the Steel 
corporation, reiterated that no sta a 
convicts were worked in Alabama by 
the company now. 
Mr. Harrison said the warden who 
flogged convicts in labor camps was 
employed by the steel company. 
He 
said that he bad seen a prisoner be 
ing flogged with a three ply leather 
strap and had seen black and blot 
marks on one convict’s back Failure 
to do the required tasks, he said, was 
punishable by flogging. 
As one of the evils of this system. 
he cited the deaths of 123 colored con­ 
victs in an explosion last April in the 
Banner mines. Of thsse colvicts forty 
per #*ent were convicted of offenses 
which carried no more than thirty 
days’ Imprisonment, yet they practi­ 
cally suffered the death penalty for 
an 
Inconsequential 
infringement 
of 
law. 
“The convicts are divided Into ’task 
groups,' according to their 
physical 
condition.'* Raid Harrison “There are 
four such classes At the time I made 
mv Investigation the companies paid 
146 a man per month for state con 
vlcts of the first clas< The wage scale 
decreased in proportion to the tanka 
until for the fourth Hana HOW wa* 
paid each month for every man 
In 
Alabama the average Income lo the 
state from convict labor bas been #*1- 
tlmatod at $400,000." 
Punitive measures applied to nnwll- 
ling 
convicts 
are 
severe. Harrison 
said, describing the prarth«* at mine 
No. 12. of the Tennessee Iron and 
Coal company, in the Birmingham dis­ 
trict 
"There are three methods of punish­ 
ment.” he said 
“When a man Brat 
falls at his allotted task, he is flog­ 
ged 
If he persists he may be placed 
In solitary confinement for thin* dava 
on bread and water. The third me 
thod is, perhaps, the best—It is a bo 
nils offi-red for # oal mined above the 
required amount The men are flogged 
with 
a 
five-foot, 
three-ply 
leather 
thong on a wooden handle." 
When asked what advantages con­ 
vict labor wa* regarded .ta having over 
free labor, Harrison said: 
"Machine mining ham equalized the 
Inexperience °f convicts 
State con­ 
victs are obtained at least the tam e 
or perhajia at slightly less cost than 
free labor 
County convicts are ob 
talned from eight to ten per cent lest, 
and In a year this saving Is consider 
able 
"Convict latior la regular and ran he 
relied upon from day to day. 
When 
the companies are working free negro 
labor, for instance, they have to keep 
from W to 75 per cent more men on 
the pay roll than they really need to 
insure a sufficient number of work­ 
men In the mine# Then, too, convict 
labor la an adequate block to union 
labor.'*

FEEDING STEERS. 


The prospective feeder should be fa- 
toi'iar with the market and the value 
of different grades of feeding stock, so 
that he will buy the kind of cattle 
which are relatively the cheapest at the 
time of purchase, writes an Illinois 
stockman in Iowa Homestead. 
In fin­ 
ishing cattle for market the chief nim 
of the feeder Is to rapidly convert large 
quantities of grain and roughage Into 
a more profitable product and at the 
same time uot to seriously deplete the 
fertility of his soil. 
The qualifications 
of a successful feeder include a thor-, 
ougb general knowledge of farm crops' 
and their culture In addition to no- j 
quaintanee with proper feeding ays- ( 
terns, familiarity with the classes and I 
breeds of beef animals as well as a ' 
good business head. 
A typical beef steer Is blocky a n d , 
compact, has a short, deep body; short, 
straight legs; straight back aud under 
line, an abundance of width from one 
end to the other, plenty of scale and a 
feeder’s head and eye. 
To the experi­ 
enced cattleman the head is a moat im­ 
portant criterion by which to Judge 
w hether or not the individual possesses j 
the capacity to fatten at a minimum J 
expense, while the expression of the)

longer time for the road to become 
hard. and in some places the surface 
was never hard during the heat of the 
• • J 
But where the thicker and more 
viscous binder was used the surface 
became hard and firm and could tie 
opened to traffic In about six hours 
The road was graded as for ordinary 
macadam, and the sandy subgrcde was 
hardened with about three Inches of 
clayey loam after w hich It was shaped 
and rolled and was then ready for the 
aand oil mixture 
The work was performed by a con 
tractor. 
It was found necessary In 
order to obtain the best results to heat 
both tbs sand and the oil. 
The con 
tractor's plant wa* composed of ail 
ovens used for beating sand, four IOO 
gallon kettles for beating the oil, a two 
horse roller and the ordinary hand 
tools. 
Many w ars for mixing the sand and 
oil were tried, but It was Anally deckl­ 
ed that the following was the quickest 
and gave the best results 
a bottom­ 
less measuring box that would hold 
fifteen cubic feet was placed on the 
platform, aud while one man contin 
•ally shoveled in sand from the front 
of the oven another dipped oil from an 
oil carrier. 
Two men. one at each end 
of the box, constantly raked the sand 
and oil. 
After about fifteen cubic feet 
of sand and ten gallons of oil were 
mixed the box 
was lifted and the 
whole mass was turned with shovels 
until N eb parti- Ie of sand was coated 
with oil aud the mixture was black. 
Tbs road la now one year old. aud 
the maintenance cost of the successful 
portion ha* not exceeded thai of a 
new macadam road 
a sample taken 
from this part of the rued shows that 
a hard crust has formed on the outer 
aurfacs. The rest of the sump!# shows 
that the binder la still adhsatre aud 
has not heroine brittle. 
The »U' ce aa of this part of the road 
shows that lf sand Is mixed with a 
proper binder It will make a surfacing 
that Is cheap, durable and dustless 
and will probably become the most 
popular road surface In sandy dis 
tile ta, where a scarcity of stone end 
the distance from freight deists would 
prevent successful ma adamixing.

WINTER SPRAYING. 


Recom m ended

Expert ae 
M easure Age.nat San Jota Scale. 
There was a time wa en good fruits 
could be grown with little or no spray­ 
ing. But that time bas passed, for, with 
the grow th of the nursery business and 
the dissemination of imported nursery 
stock. Injurious Insects and fungous dis­ 
eases have been so thoroughly distrib­ 
uted all over our fruit growing sections 
that unless stringent measures are re­ 
sorted to very little first class fruit can 
be produced 
lf an orchardist does not Intend to 
spray his fruit trees he had about 89 
well cut them down and grow other 
crops on the soli, for an uncontrolled 
att in k of The San .lose scale xviii in a 
very few years put practically the en 
tire orchard out of commission. This 
scale is now so prevalent that few or 
chards are clear of it or can hope to 
rem aut so. A large number of the vol­ 
unteer fruit trees in the fence corners 
aud along the roads are infected and 
serve to spread the insect to orchards, 
eceti lf there were not other chances 
of infection. In fact, the m atter nar­ 
rows Itself down to the point where 
we must either spray or buy our fruit 
from the man who does spray. 
There ate certain scale insects, espe 
daily the San Jose scale, which cod 
not be successfully combated during 
the summer, for at this time the trees 
are in full foliage and are so tender 
that any spray solution which will kill 
the scale is liable to kill the tree* also. 
For this reason we have to resort to 
fall mid winter spraying. At this time 
the flees are dormant and more re­ 
actant to spray solutions, so that we 
eau use solutions sufficiently caustic to 
kill the scale and je t not injure the 
trees. 
The San Jose scale Is known In al­ 
most all horticultural literature. How­ 
ever, it is sometimes surprising to 
know how maut owners of small or 
chards do not know the Sun Jose acale 
when they see it on a tree. This scale 
I* of ti brownish gray color and Is or­ 
dinarily not larger than the head of a 
pin. It attaches Itself to the bark of 
fruit tre<*s. giving the limbs of the 
tr.-es a grayish scaly app aran ce. 
If 
one of these scales Is mashed with the 
|K»int of h knife or other Instrument a 
yellow Puhi is mashed out. Any grow­ 
er who I* not familiar with this scale 
should send specimen pieces of limbs 
th it are thought to be infected to his 
state experiment station or agricul­ 
tural college for Identification. 
The 
specimens should be closed securely in 
a small tin can or other tight recep­ 
tacle. mo that the scale, lf present, will 
not gpt scattered through the malls 
These Institutions are alwava glad to 
give ad v ice along such lines—TF »?
